Applicant's arguments filed 11/13/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the applicants argument regarding the citation of Dujardin " it was 
believed that purification of single-shell nanotubes based on preferential oxidation 
and/or separation using surfactants was much more difficult than that of multishell 
nanotubes"; the examiner notes that neither preferential oxidation and/or separation 
using surfactants is recited in any of the instant claims. The only limitations required by 
the instant claims for end derivatizing single walled carbon nanotubes are providing the 
single walled nanotubes comprising at least about 100 carbon atoms, and reacting the 
single-wall carbon nanotubes with a compound that provides at least one substituent on 
at least one of the ends of at least a portion of the single-wall carbon nanotubes. Since 
the instant claims are substantially broad in nature and do not mention preferential 
oxidation and/or separation using surfactants, it is maintained that it would have been 
obvious at the time of invention to combined the process of Hiura and lijima to obtain 
the instant invention regardless of how "difficult" Dujardin believed it to be. 

Further, Dujardin teaches that efforts to end derivatize single walled nanotubes 
were directed at modifying other techniques originally developed for multishell 
nanotubes. Therefore it would have been obvious according to Dujardin to use the 
technique of Hiura to end derivatize single sheled nanotubes, since Hiura was a 
technique originally developed for multishell nanotubes. 
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In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., preferential oxidation and/or separation using surfactants of single walled carbon 
nanotubes) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted 
in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971).
